Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to compositions, classified in class 424, subclass 78.02, for 
example. 

II. Claims 83 - 84, drawn to a method for protecting against TNF, classified in class 
424, subclass 528, for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case other materially different products could be used to protect 
against TNF such as conjugated linoleic acid and the products could be used in other materially 
different processes such as inflammatory diseases, neurodegenerative diseases and immune 
diseases. 

The several inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other. They 
have acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject for inventive effect and require 
independent searches (as indicated by the different classification). The search for each of the 
above inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard to the hterature search. Further, a
